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W HEN the monarchs of Egypt en-ft- 
ed thofc ftupendous mafies, the- 
pyramids? for no other ufe but to record 
their nam^s, and by which their purpose was 
not anfwered, they little fufpefted that a 
weed growing by the Nile would one day 
be converted into more durable regifters of 
fame, than quarries of marble and granite. 
^Sfet when paper had been invented, what 
ages rolled away before it was deftined to 
its bell fervicc ! It is equally amufing to 
obferve what obvious arts efcape our touch, 
and how quickfy various channels are' de- 
duced from a fource when once opened. 
This was the cafe of tlie prefs : Printing

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Iwas not difcovered till about the year : 
in thirty years more it was applied to the~ 
multiplication of drawings. Authors had 
fcarce feen that facility of difperfing rheir 
, works before painters received an aimW 
equal * advantage. 1V> each was end Iris • 
fame in ^manner enfured, if thev had merit 
to challenge it. With regard to prints,, 
the new dilcovcry affociared tire profdTors 
in fome degree with tlje great njalters whofe 
works they copied. This intimate con- 
nection between .painters and ^engravers, 
makes fome , account of the latter a kind 
of neceflary fupplement to the r.iftory # of 
the former. But if this countiy has not " 
produced many men of genius in the nobler 
b. inch, ic has-been ftill more deficient In 
excellent engravers. Mr Vertue had been-

alike 
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alike induflrious in hunting after monu- 
fpfents of the latter profeflion'; he was of 
it himfelf; but as th*rtifts were iefs il- 
lufb-ious, his labour was by far more on- 
► {f/ccc fsful. ’Till the arrival of Hollar the 
Crt of engraving was in England almoft 
Unfilled* to portraifs. Vertue tl. ought what 
was produced here before the reign of king 
James, of lb little confluence, that in a 
lketch which lie had made for a beginning, 
he profefifedly dates his account from the 
year t6oo. If I take it up earlier, it is 
merely to give a coiVipleat hiftory, which 
will be, comprehended in few lines, and the 
‘materials, for which I have chiefly gathered 
from his papers, and from the Typographi- 
cal Antiquities of Mr. * Ames.

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Mr. Evelyn fays * the art of engraving, 
and working off frawn f plates of coppe £ 
_did not appear about the year 1490. 
That is, it was not brought to perfection 
from the hints gathered from typographer *

rolling-prefs, without the antecedent dif- ' 
cowery of printing, did a&ually light upon- 
t»e method of taking off ftamps from an 
ei^graved ^ plate. * CAfting a piece of fuch 
plate into melted brimftone, he obferved 
that the exadfc impreflion of the engraving 
was left upon the furface of the cold brim- 
ftone, marked by liyes of blaclt. He re- 
peated the experiment on moiftened pa- 
per, rolling it gently with a roller. It fuc- 
ceeded. He communicated the difeovery to 
Caccio fialdini, of his own profeflion and 
city. • The latter purfued the inventi<m with 
fuccefs, and engraved feveral plates from 
drawings *of Sandro Boticeljo, which being 
feen by Andrea Mantegna, he not only af- 
fifted Baldini with defigns* but cultivated 
•the new art himfelf. It had not long been 
in vogue before Hugo da Carpi tried the 
fame experiment with wood, and -even add- 
ed a variety qf tints by ufing different 
ftamps for tfy gradations of lights and 
ftiadcs j a method revived here fome years 
ago with e4uch fuccefs by/ Kirkall, and 
A3 fince • 
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.fince at Venice by Jackfon ; though <very 
imperfectly. ^ 

From Italy engraving loon travelled 
to Flanders, where it was firft pra&ifed 
by one Martin of Antwerp. He war. fol- 
lowed by Albert Durer, who carried the' 
art to a great height, confidering how bad 
the tafte wns of the age and country in 
which he lived. His fidelity to what he 
faw was at once his fame and misfortune ; 
he was happy in copying nature, bv it was 
nature- difguifed and hid under ungraceful 
forms. With neither choice of fubjcfts or 
beauty, his induftry gave merit even to 
uglinefs *and abfurdity. Confining his la- 
bours almoft; Wholly to religious 'and le- 
gendary hiftories, he turned the Teftament 
into the hiftory of a Flemilh village ; the 
habits of Herod, Pilate, Jofeph, &c. ‘ their f 
dwellings, their utenfils and their cuftoms, 
were all gothic and European ; his virgin 
Mary was the heroine of a Kermis. Lucas 
of Leyden imitated him in\ all his faults 
and was Hill more burlefque in his re- 
preferitations. It was not till Raphael had 

fo^tied/ 
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•^bpiTed Marc Antonio, that engraving 
placed itfelf with dignity by the fide of 
paindng. 

Jfvhen the art reached England does nof- 
appear. It is a notorious blunder in Cham- 
bt*Tj \^jt tew fay that it was fir It brought from 
Antwerp by Speed in the reign of James I. 
In fome degree we' had it almoft as loon 
as printing; th£ printers themfelves ufing 
finall plates for their devices Irncl rebufes : 
■Caxton’s Golden + Legend has in the be- 
ginnings groupe of faints, and many other 
cuts diverted through the body of the 
work. It was printed in 1483. The fe- 
cond edition of his Game at Chffs had 
cVts too. So has his Le Morte Arthur. 
Wynkyh* de Worde, Carton’s fuccefior, 
prefixed to his* edition of the Statutes in 
the fixth year of Henry VII. a plate with the 
king’s arms, crefts, Ac. a copy of which 
.is given in the life of Wynkyn, by Mr. 
Ames in his Typographical 'Antiquities,

Chronicle. This fcarce book, of a vcj-y large 
Bze, I faw at the auftion of Mr. Ames’s 
library ; it had many cuts, eighteen of 
which were in great folio, reprefeiiting the 
kings of England, fo well defigned and 
boldly executed as to be attributed to 
Holbein, though I think they were not of 
his handy, I fhall mention but one more 
book with wooden cuts (though feveral 
are recorded by Ames). It is Grafton’s 
Chronicle, * printed in 1569, and contain-

efl a tranflation by Nicholas Udsl of the 
fame/ work in 1552, and dedicated it to. 
Edward Vi. The translator in his prfiij.ce 
fays, “ Accepte therefore,, jentill reader, 
tiffs ^Cradtife dPAnAomie, tnankfully inter- 
•preting the labours of Thomas Gemini, the 
workman. He, that with his great charge, 
watch and tsava.y.le hath fet out thefe 
figures *in # pouftrature, wiTPiiiuft willingly 
be amended, or better perfected of his own 
workmanfhip, if admopiihcd.” Venue hav- 
ing quoted this pafiage, qwns, that the writ- 
, jng to* all thefe plates was furely graved by 
Gemini," and probably fome parts pr mem- 
bers of the bodies. We do not contend for 
the excellence of Geminie’s performances. 
It is Sufficient that, we« have afeertained fo 
early an engraver in England. Vtrtuc adds, 
that Geminie publi/hed another lmall work, 
with copper cuts, relating to midwifry two 
years before. I do not know whether he 
means two years before the fiifc or the fe- 
cund of his /editions ofVefalius. It is cer- 
tain that /ymes does not fpefify fuch a work, 
^though in page 304, he r -knowledges that 

th^re 
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there are books printed by Geminie of an 
-earlier date than any he had feen ; for Gemi- 
nie was not only an engraver but a printer j 
and dwelled in Blackfiiprs. Thence he pub- 
Jifhed a Prognofticatiod, &.c. relating 
the weather, tne Phenomena of the. Fffca- 
vens, See. with a number, of cuts. Imprinted 
ly ‘Thomas Geminie , quarto, and another edi- 
tion of his-fk'uatomy in 1 559, dedicated to 
queen Elizabeth. 

So congenial an art as engraving, when 
once difeovered, co.uld not fail to fpread in 
an age of literature. That accomplifhed _ 
prelate, . archbifhop Parker, who drought 
that whatever tended to enlighten and civi- 
lize the human mind, was within bis pro- 
vince, feems to have been the moft ccfffipi- 
cuous patron of the arts in the reign of Eli- 
zabeth. I have mentioned before * that he 
employed in his palace at Lambeth a pain- 
ter and two or three engravers. Of thefe f

Yet what thefe 
lines , cannot do, they may fugged : They 
may induce the reader to refledt, that if the 
prince was defective in the tranfient varnifh 
of a court, he at lead was adorned by the 
arts with that polifli, which alone can make 
a court attradl the attention of fubfequent 
ages.

Communicating his** idea to Wallerant 
Vaillant, a painter whom he maintained, 
they made feveral experiments, and at laft in- 
vented a fteel roller, cut with tools to make 
teeth like a file or rafp, with projecting 
points, which effectually produced the black 
grounds ; thole 'being leraped away and

Thus, as he owns, L„ leaves it enigma- 
tical j yet thinks he has faid enough to give 
a hint to ingenious perfons how it is per- 
formed. — In truth, they muft have been more 
ingenious even than the inventor himfelf to 
have difeovered any thing from fuch an in- 
definite riddle. One knows that ancient 
fages ufed to wrap up their dodtrines, difeo- 
T . eries, or nonfenfc, in fuch unintelligible jar- 
gon* 
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gpn j fnd the baby world, who preferred be- 
ing impofed upon to being taught, thought 
themlelves extremely obliged for being told 
any fecret which they could not comprehend. 
They would be reckoned mountebanks in 
mfe^age, who ftiould pretend to inltruift, 
witl^t informing ; and one cannot help 
"^wondering that (0 beneficent a nature as 
Evelyn ? fliould juggle with mankind, 
the inveptor hihrfelf had confented thafc the

Indeed, curious as the difcovery was, it 
did not prodiir'* ^TitrSgrnetl to promife ; it 
h a s* di vtVi' 1 ft c d prints, ratnfer than improved 
them; and though Smith, who carried the 
art to it’s greateft height yet knoVn* had 
confiderable merit, mez^otinios Hill fall 
fhort of fine engravings. But before the 
fecret palled into his hands, it was improved 
by Blooteling, who found out the applica- 
tion of the chifel for laying grounds, which 
much exceeded the’ roller. George White

Jf Mr. Evelyn had noj: been an artiit him- 
I think 1 can prove, I (hpuld yet 
have found it difficult to deny myfelf the

'*atts he loved, promoted, patronized; and 
would be but j^ftice to infcribe his 

with due panegryric in thcfe records,

have once or twice taken the liberty to cri- 
ticize him: But they are trifljng blcmiffies 
compared with his amiabr* virtues ’and be- 
neficence ; and it may be remarked that the 

worft I have faid of him is, that he knew 

• • 

more than he always communicated. It is 
no unwelcome fatire, to fay that a man’s in- 
telligence and philofophy is inexhauftible. 
I mean not to write hk life, which may be 
<4bund detailed in the new edition of his 
Sculptura, in Collins’s Baronetage, in the 
General Dictionary, and in the New Bio- 
graphical Dictionary ; but I muft obferve 
that his life, which was extended to 86 years, 
was a courfe of inquiry, fludy, curiofity, in- 
Vol. V. K ftruCtion, 
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ftruCtion, and benevolence. The works of 
the Creator, and the mimic labours of the; 
creature, were all objeCts of his purfuit. He 
unfolded the perfection of the one, and af- 
liflred the imperfections of the other. He 
adored from examination; was a courtier 
that flattered only by informing his» prince, 
by pointing out what was worthy for 
to countenance, and was really the 
neighbour of the gofpel, for theie was no 
man that migfit not have been the better for 
him. Whoever perufes a lift of his works, 
will fubferibe to my affertion. He was one 
of the firft promoters of the Royal Society, 
a patfon of the ingenious and indigent, and 
peculiarly ferviceable to the lettered world, 
for befldes his writings and difeoveries, 
he obtained the Arundel ian marbles for the 
Univerfity of Oxford, and the Aruqdelian 
Library for the Royal Society : Nor is it the 
leaft part of his praife, jthat he who ptopofed 
to Mr. Boyle the ereCVion of a philolbphic 
college for retired and ipeculative periods, 
had the honefty to write in defence of aCtive 
life againft Sir George Mackenzie’s Eflky on 

Solitude. 
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Solitude.* He knew that retirement in his 
oWn hands was induftry and benefit to man- 
kind ; but in thofe of others lazinefs and 
futility. • 

Vcrtue difeovered that long before the 
appearance of Mr. Evelyn, his family had

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was this artift, I believe, who had a * hnufe 
near Audley-inn at Littiebury, where were 
feveral mechanic tricks to furprize the po- 
pulace,[ anctsknown by the name of Win- 
ftanley’s wonders. Thefe childilh contri- 
vances, I fuppofe, he learned in Italy, 
where they do .not let their religion mono- 
polize all kind of legerdemain. In the 
Villa Borghefe at Rome, amidft emperors, 
heroes, and philofopJjers, I have lye n a 
puppet- fhow in a box that turned like a 
fquinel’s rolling cage; in th‘e lame palace 
was the noble ftatue of Seneca dying in the 
bath, and a devil that ftarted out of a clock- 
cafe, as you entered the chamber.

Thin apprentice to a^ callico-printer, vifit- 
ing Lutteiel, caught tile pafliofi of learning 
inezzotinto; and hearing that Loyd was 
polfefled of the fecret,* and being forced to 
abfent himfelf from his bufinefs upop an 
intrigue, had recoiufe to Loyd, who, 
though mafter of the arcanum, wA 'not 
capable of putting it fri execution. Becket 
offered* his fervicc, was inftru&ed in the ule 
of the chifel, and entered into articles of 
working for Loyd. Lutterel in the mean 
time purfued his old method, and publifhed 
a print of atAvoman blowing out a candle 
backwards^, jwh\ch fold mightily. Soon 
after! he got acquainted with Vanfomer, and 
from him learned the whole procefs. Becket

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fell again into the fame trouble, and Lut- 
terel aflifting him, they became intimate ; 
but Becket marrying a woman of fortune, 
ftt up for himfelf, and Lutterel did many 
heads for him, being more expeditious and 
drawing better than Becket; . but they were 
often finiihed by the latter.- Lutterel’s bcft 
print was a portrait of Le Piper, the pain- 
ter; «few of his worjcs have his name to 
them. He was the* firll that laid grounds 
on copper * for crayons, a method after- 
wards pradtifed by Faithorne, One of 
Becket’s beft is a print of a lady Williams, 
whole length. I have run thefe lives into 
one another, finding them blended by Ver- 
tue, and naturally connedted. 

I have now carried this work down to the 
year 1700. If the art did not make great 
improvements after that period, at leaft i,t 
was enlarged, and not fo refined to por- 
traits.

I have 
mentioned -rhofe of Mr. Strange, which are 
worthy of any country, and of the matters 
he has imitated. Mac Acdcll has done a 
few in* mezzotint/), that ihew wjiat that 
branch is capable of j but our collections 
are ftill far from being exhaufted ; and yet 
I do not forget how many beautiful land- 
fcapes of Claud Lorrain and Gafpar PoufGn 
we owe to the late Mr. Pond. Nor is this 
wholly the fault of artifts; if die public 
would negleft whatever is not worthy of 
the’r country and of it’s riches, nor pay 
gieat prices for hjily performances, it is not 
credible that tfe can want either the genius 
or induftry of the French, though hitherto 
their prints in general are at leaft as much 
better than ours, as their prices are more

I find little account of Smith’s life, ex- 
cept that he fervedliis time with one Tillet, 
> Y s painter in Moorfields, and that as ioon as 
he became his own mailer, he applied to 
Bccket, and learned from him the fecret of 
mezzotinto, and being farther inftrufted by 
* Vander Vaart, was taken to work in Sir 
Godfrey’s houfe, and as ho was to be the 
publilher of that mailer’s works, no doubt 
received confiderable hints from him/ which 
he amply repaid. Venue, who was Ids 
diligent in his inquiries after the works of 
mezzotinters, has left no regulai catalogue 
of Smith’s works,"i*or, as they are fo com- 
mon, fhall I attempt one. This lift is al- 
ready fwelled to too large a fize j and I fhall 
forbear particularizing the prints of thole 
that arc to follow, which being of fo frefh a 
date, qannot be’fcarce. Smith had com-

SIMON .GRIBELIN

Was born at Blois in ’1661, and 
came to England about ieSb; but 
it was above twenty years before he was no- 
ticed. The firft work that railed his repu- 
tation was the tent of Darius, publilhed in 
1707. This was followed by a fet of the 
Cartoons ; .their fuccefs was very great, 
having n/ve r teen compleatly engraved 
before 5 but they were in too fmall a vo- 
lume, nor had Gribelin any thing of great- 
n'efs in his manner or capacity : .His works 

have 
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hav& no more merit than finicalnefs, • an! 
that not in perfection, can give them. He 
afterwards publilhed fix hiftoric pieces front 
pictures in the royal coUedjon at Kenfing- 
ton, and the cieling of the banquetting- 
hoiife ; but none of his plates give apy idea 
of the ftyle bf the mafters they copied. 
His prints at beft arc neat memorandums. 
He executed a great number of fmall 
plates on gold, filver and copper ; chiefly for 
books, but was fitteft to engrave patterns 
for goldfmith’s work. I have a thick 
quarto collected by himfelf, of all his fmall 
plates, which was fold by his fon after his 
deceafe, which happened, without any pre- 
vious ficknefs, in Long-acre. He caught 
cold by going to fee the king in the 
houfe of lords fell ill that night, conti- 
nued fo next day, and died the third, aged

'Sir NICHOLAS DORIGNY, 

Born in France, at Paris, in 1657, was fon of 
Michael Dorigny by a daughter of Vouet, 
the pa'nter. His father dying whik he was 
very young, he was brought up to the ftudy 
of the law, whicli he purfued till about thirty 
years of age, when being examined, in order 
to being admitted to plead, the judge finding 
him very difficult of hearing, advilfdthim to 
relinquifh a profcJFon, to which one of his 
fenfes was fo ill adapted. He took the ad- 
vice, and having a brother a painter a£ 
Rome, determined to embrace the fame oc- 
cupation j and Ihut himlelf up for a year 
to pra&iceydrawing, for which he probably 
had betpw talents than for the law, fince 
. he eould fufficiently ground himfelf in the 
latter in a twelvemonth. Repairing to Rome 
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and ^receiving inftru&ions from his brother 1 , 
he fallowed painting for fome years, when 
having acquired greaf freedom of hand, he 
was advifed to try etching. Being of a 
flexile dilpofition, or uncommonly obfer- 
vant of advice, he turned to etching, and 
pra&ifed that for fome more years ;“\vhen 
looking into the works of Audran, he found 
he had been in a wrong methbd, and took 
up the manner of the latter, which he pur- 
fued for ten years — we are at Ieaft got to 
the fiftieth year of his age, if Vertue’s me* 
mory ©r his own did not fail him, for Ver- 
tue- received this account from himfelf. He 
had now done many plates, and laflly the 
gallery* of Cupid and Pfyche after Raphael 
— when a new difficulty' firuck him. Not 
having learned the handling and right* ufe 
of the graver v he defpaired of attaining the 
harmony and perfeftion at which he aimed 
and at once abandoning engraving, he

lates farther to thofe engravers will follow 
hereafter. * 

April i, 1719, Sir Nicholas prefented to 
king. George I. two compleat fets of the 
Cartoons, and a fet each to the prince and 
princefs. The king gave him a purfe of 
iao guineas, and the prince a gold medal. 
Tb^ duke of Devonfliire, of whom he had 
borrowed 400/. remitted to him the intereft 
of four years j and in the following year 
procured him to fee knighted by the king, 
He painted fome portraits here, not witn 
much fuccefs in likenefs'; and his eyes be- 
ginning to fail, he retired t^F ranee in 171*4, 
and died at Paris in 1746. ^His collection 
of drawings had been fold before. in 17 £3.

T HIS voipme, the Editor was fenfible at 
its cpmpilatioij, wah the moft imper- 
• fe£t part of Vertue’s ind his own accounts of 
the Hiftory and Progrefs of the Arts in Eng-, 
land-. Jt would not be difficult at prelent to 
give a much more compleat deduction of the 
Graphic Art in ‘its different branches. But 
not only the indolence that attends age, and 
frequent illnefles, have jndifpofed the Author 
from enlarging his plan; more pardonable 
reafons determined him to n&ke very few 
additions to this naw.editionaf nor Ihould he 
have thought ofjrepublifhing the work, un- 
lcfs folicited by Mr. Dodfley. The indul- 
, 'gence of public ought to imprint reipedV 
* not prefumpikvi } and ipftead of trefpafling

h!s ownj dotes, in which the higheft

George Vertue was born in the parilh 
of St. Martin’s in the Fields, Lortdon, 
in the year 1684. His parents, he fays, 
were more honeft than opulent. If vanity 
had entered into his connpofition, he might 
have boafted the antiquity of his race : two 
of his name were^employ ed, by Henry VIII. 
in the board of works j but i forget j a fa- 
•■rqpy is not ancient, if none of the bloo^ 
were above the rank of ingenious then two 
hundred years ago. 

About the age of thirteen he was placed 
with a mallet who engraved arms on plate*, 
and had tbi chief bufmefs.ef London; but 
who beinjr extravagant, brdke and returned to 
his country, France, after yertue bad fer s 'ed 
him between three and four years. As the* 
man was unfortunate, though by his own 
fault, the good-nature of. the fchqtar has 
concealed his name. As V is proper the 

repub- 
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republic of letters ttiould be acquainted with 
' tjhe minutpft, circunqftances iq the life of a re* 
Downed author, I queftion if ScaUger would

Returned to ltis parents, Vertue gave 
himfelf entirely to the *ftudy of drawing for 
two years ; and then entered into an agree- 
ment with Michael Vandergutch for three 
more, which term he protrafted to feven, 
engraving copper-pjates for him, when, hav- 
ing received inftru&ions a,^d advice from 
feveral *painte^Sf he quitted his matter on 
handfome reruns, and began to work; for 
-himfelf.^ . This was in the year 1709. Tbtf 
firft twelvemonth was patted in drawing and 
^engraving for books. 

The aft was then at the loweft ebb in 
•England. The beft performfN-s were worn 
out: the war Vith France Ih the door 
againtt recruits ; national acrimony and the 
J1> ^aflnofity of &$ion diverted public atten- 
tion from common arts of amufement. At 
that period thp young engraver was recom- 
mended to Sir Godfrey Kneller, whofe re- 
putation, riche'.f parts, and acquaintance 
V with 
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■with the firft men in England fupported 
what little tafte was left for VJrtti^Hd cduld' 
ftamp a chara&er where evefr he deigned to 
patronize. My author rrf^ntionS'wfith ‘duti- 
full fenfibility what joy this important pro- 
tection gave to his father, who had his edu- 
cation' warmly at heart, ahd who dying foon 
after, left a widow and feveral children to 
be fupported by out fcarce-fledged adven- 
turer. His own words* fhall tell how h,e • 
felt his fituation,\how little the falfe colours 
of vanity gave a mining apJjCjirance *to the 
morning of his fortune j “ I was, fays he, 
t!3N*ldeft, and then the only one tha p couldh - 
help th6m, which added circumfpeCtion in 
my affairs then, as well as induftry to the 
end of my life.” 

At interval', of leifure, he praftifed draw- ' 
ing and mtfiic, learned French and a little 
Italian, K appears that he afterwards ac- 
quired Dutch, having confiilted in the oft«H< 
ginals all that has been written in thoie three 
languages on the art to which he wis de- 
voted. t *

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His works began to draw attention, and 
he found more ilhiftrious patronage than 
Kneller’s. .Lord Somers employed him to 
engrave a plate c*f aVchbUhop Tillotfon, 
and rewarded him? nobly. The print will 
fpeak for itfelf. It was the ground-work 
of* hiS reputation, and dcferved to be fb. 
Nothing like it had appeared for fome years, 
nor at the hour of its produ&ion had he 
any competitors. Edelinck was dead in 
France, White in England, Van Gunft in 
Holland : tr It .fecmqd*” fays he himfelf, 
“ as if the ball of fortune was toflTed up to 
hp a prize only for Vertue.” One cannot 
eftinaate* fuccefs at a flower rate, i^an* to 
afci ibe it to accident; the comparifon is at 
once modeft and* ingenious.

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To' the clid of that reign he continued to 
grave portraits from Knefler, Dahl, Richard- 
fon, Jervafe, Gibfon, and others.. 

On the accefllon of the prefent royal fa- 
mily he publilhed a large head of the king 
from a painting by Kneller. As it was the 
firft portrait of his majefty, many thoufands 
were Ibid, though by no means a laborious 
or valuable performance. However it was 
fhewn at court, and was followed by thole 
of the prince and princefs. All concurred 
to extend his bufinefs. Jnoa^iy recefs from 
that he praftifed in water-colours, fome- 
«ciqies attempting portrait; oftener copying, 
from ancient or curious pieces which he 
propofed to engrave. Sd early as the year 
1713 he commenced his refearches after the 
lives of our aftifts, and began his colle&ions, 
to which hg added prints by former mailers, 
and everything that could tend to his great 
work, the Hiftory of the $.rts * n England 
Wherever he ^ met with portraits , $f the 
performers, lie fpared no pains in yaking 
(taffies.

That muni- 
ficent collector, Robert ‘Harley, fecond earl 
of Oxford, early diftinguilhed the merit 
and application of Vertue. The invariable 
gratitude of the latter, exjJ’refled on all oc- 
casions, 'implies the J bounty of the patron.

The plates pub- 
lifhed by that fociety frdm curious remains 
were mod: of them* by his hand as long as 
he lived, arc a valuable monument, arid will 
be evidence that that body is* not ufelefs in 
the learned world. 

The Univerfity of Oxford employed him 
for many years to engrave their almanacs* 
Inftead of infipid emblems cthjsat defer ved no 
longer duration than what they adorned, he 
■introduced views of public buildings and 
hi&of ig events j for hf feldom reaped benefit 
ij&pm the public, without repaying it with 
fn&rmation. v 

Henry H afire, the laft lord Coleraine, an 
antiquary and collector, as*his grandfather 
bad beeq^Hs enumerated by Vertue among 
hb protestors. His travel were dignified 
by accompanying thofe lords. They bore 
the expence which' would have debarred 
him from vifiting many objects of lis cu- 
riofity, if at his own chargd; and he, made 

their 
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their journies more delightful, by explain- 
ing, taking draughts, and keeping a re- 
gifl'er of what they faw. This was the cafe 
in a journey he took with lord Coleraine to 
Salifbury, Wilton and Stonehenge. Of the 
latter he made fcveral views : Wilton he 
probdbly faw with only Englifh eyes. Amid 
legions of warriors and emperors, he fought 
Vandyck and Rubens, Holbein and Inigo 
Jones. Ap antique and modern virtuofo 
might inhabit thaf “paftce of arts, and ne- 
ver inte rfere^ j 4 n ancient indeed would 
be a little furprized to find fo many of llis 
acquaint^pe new baptized.

Cortez j archbifhop Warham from Hol- 
bein’s original at Lambeth; and for lord 
Burlington, Zucchero’s queen of Scots. 

His prints growing numerous, many 
perfons were defirous of haying a compleat 
collection. He made up fets for Sir Tho- 
mas Frankland, for Mr. Weft, and for lord 
Oxford ; the laft inTfirte large volumes, 
carried down to 1741, at;d Ijgld j after the 
earl’s death to the late earf of Aileibury for 
50 guineas. . 

In 1727 he went to Wimpole for a week, , 
and thence made a tour with lord Oxford 
for fix weeks more, to Stamford, Burleigh, 
Granthami Lincoln, and Welbeck, one of 
the ancient leafs of the cuuntefs of Oxford, 
where after the earl's death fhe afiembled 
the portraits of her anceftors to a. prodi- 
gious number, the heroes of many an il- 
luftrious race.- Thence they palled to 
Chatjworth, and York, where Yertue had 
the pleafure of converfing with hir. Ftancis 

° Place, 
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£lace, who had been intimaty with Hol- 
lar. Trifling circ,umftances to thofe who 
do not feel what he felt. Vertue drew up 
an account-of this progrefs and prefented it 
to his patron. ,• 

For fome years his*ftages were marked 
by noble encouragement, and by opportu- 
nities of purfuing his favorite erudition. 
He was incited whither he would have 
wifhed to make pilgrimages, for the love 
of antiquity is a..kiil d of devotion, and Mr. 
Vertue had d Rerent fets of faints. In 1728 
the DTJfee of Dorfet called him to Knowle. 
Humble before his fuperiors, one conceives 
how his a*efpedt was heightened. at entering 
..fe"Vcno?able a pile, realizing to h^ eyes the 
„ feenes of many a waking vifion. Here he 
drew feveral of the poets. But he was on 
•fairy ground^ Arcad’a was on the con- 
fines } could he refill an excurfion to Pen- 
Ihurft? One may judge how Eighth is en- 
thufiafm had be^n wrought, by the mortifi- 
cation he exprelTes at not .finding there a 
portrait of Sir Philip Sidney. ^ 

R a 'In 
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In 173V appeared his twelve heads of 
poets', one iff his capital works. Though 
poetry was but a filler art, he treated it 
with the affedtion of a relation. He had 
collected many notes’ touching the profef- 
fors, and here and there* in his MSS. are 
fome flight attempts, of his own. But he 
was of too timid and correct a natuje to 
foar where fancy only guides*. Truth was 
his province, and' he had a felicity uncom- 
mon to antiquaries, he never fuffered his 
imagination to lend hiirf’eyty. Where he 
could not difcover he never fuftplied-^ 

After his poets, of which he propofed to 
enlarge the feries, it was his purpofe to 
givd fets or claffes of other eminent men. 
This was the firft idea of illuftrious heads, 
a hint afterwards adopted by others, and at 
lafc taken out of his hands, who was bell fur- 
niflied with materials for fuch ‘A work. Some 
branches he.’ executed himfelf with deferved 
applaud* 

About this time he again went to Ox- 
ford, copied fome original, paintings, and 
took an Account of what portraits they 

haVe 
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have of founders and benefactors, and where 
depofited. Thence* to Gloucefter to draw 
the monument of ’Edward 1 II. having for 
lbme years been collecting and making draw- 
ings oT our kings, from images, miniatures 
or oil-paintings' ; a work foon after un- 
expectedly called forth. Oh his return he 
flopped at Burf ord’ toe view the family-piece 
of Sir Thomas Imore, and vifited Ditchley 
and Bl o w hoi m. i His next tour was to Cam- 
bridge, where he had been privately en- 
gaged to .draw by Health the portrait ^of 
. old. Mr. .Thomas Baker* of St. Joluj’s* then 
an. eminent antiquary, earlier in his life 
the modeft* author of that ingenious and 
pplifhed little piece. Reflexions on Learn- 
ing- * 

Vertue’s next confiderable prod uCtiQn^ was 
the heads of Charles I. .and the loyal 
ferers in his caufe, with their characters 
fubjoined from Clarendon. ButMhis was_ 
• fcarce fjniihed, before appeared 
Hiftory.of England, a work, fays he, that 
had- a prodigious run, efpccially after tranf*^ 
lated, infomuch that it became all the con- 
R 3 veriation 

s' 
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verfation of the town and country, and the 
noife being heightened by oppofition and 
party, it was propofed to publifh it in folio 
by numbers — thoufands were fold every 
week.” The two brothers, Knaptons, en- 
gaged Yertuc to accompany' it with effigies, 
of kings, and fuitable decorations, This, 
undertaking employed, hifm for three years. 
A fair copy richly bound%e prefented to 
Frederic prince of Wales a* ifenfirg^on. A 
volume of his beft works he gave to the 
Bodleian library. 

fn 1734 he renewed his. journjes about 
England. With Roger Gale the antiquary 
he went to St, Alban’s, Northampton and 
Warwick. In -1737 the earl of Leicefter 
carried him to Penfhurftj and the end of 
the farne year lord Oxford took him again 
. tr, Oxford, to Compton Verney, the feat of 
the matter of the rolls, to Warwick, Co- 
ventry, Birmingham, and to lord Digby’s. 
^t s £ol<-'£iil, to view the curious p»&ure of t 
qpeen Elizabeth’s proceffion, fince removed, 
by the late lord to Sherborn -cattle in Dor- 
fetffiire. They returned by Stratford (Ver- 
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tue did not want true devotion to Shake- 
fpear) by Mr- Sheldon’s at Wefton, where 
are a few curious pidtores, faw Blenheim, 
and Mr. Waller’s at Beconsfield. The next 
year he went into Hertfordftiire to verify 
his idfcas about Hunfdon, the fubjeft as he 
thought of quten Elizabeth’s progrefs. The 
old lord Digby, who from tradition be- 
lieved it*the queen’s proceffion to St. Paul’s, 
after the defttfu^ioif of the Armada, was 
difpleAiiL witlf ^ertue’s new hyphothefis. 
The fame year he faw Windfor and Mr. Top- 
ham’s collection of drawings at Eton, 

He next engaged with the iCnaptoni to 
^engrave lbme of the jlluftrious heads, the 
greater patt of which were executed by Hou- 
Jaraken, and undoubtedly furpafled thofe of 
Vertue. Yet His performances by no means 
deferved to be condemned as they were by 
the undertakers, and the perforrfh-- , laid 
afide. Some of Houbraken’s were caiif^ 
lefsly done, efpecially of the moderns j but 
Vextuj Lad a fault to dealers, wfyich w^r& 
merit. to the public : his fcrupulous" vera- 
city could not.digeft imaginary portraits, as

of Mr . George Virtue, 


are fome of thofe engraved by Houbraken, 
who living in Holland ignorant of our hif- 
tory, uninquilitive into, the authenticity of 
what was transmitted to him, engraved 
whatever was fent. . 1 will mention two in- 
ftances j the heads of Carr earl of Somerfet 
and fecretary Thurloe are not only not ge- 
nuine, but have not the leaft reiemblance 
to the perfons they p ret e nd to reprefent. 
Vertue was incommode ; he ifyved truth. 

Towards the end of 1758V’ he ano- 

ther tour with lord Oxford through Kent 
and Suffex, vifiting Rocliefter, Canterbury, 
Chhdiefter, Portfmouth, Southampton -and. 
Winchefter ; and the principal feats, qs 
Petworth, Goodwood, Stanfted, and Cou- 
dray — the laft alone worth an antiquary’s 
journey. Of all thefe he ' made various 
lketches and notes ; always prefenting a

He ftill wanted /o vifit the eaft of Eos-.

land. In 1739 his wifh*wa$ gratified; lord 

Coleraine, who had an eftate at Walpole in 
the borders of Norfolk in LincolnfhLre, 
carried him by Waufted, Mouftiam, Gof- 
field, St. Edmund (bury. Sir Andrew Foun- 
tains and Houd^/QJ> to Lynn, and thence 
to Walpole ; in|which circuit they faw many 
cluirch&rafid odi?r 4 ears. 

In 1740 he publifhed his propofals for 
the commencement of a very valuable work, 
his hiftoric prints, drawn with extaeflhe la- 
bour and fidelity, and executed in a mod 
fatisfattory manner. Queen Elizabeth’s pro- 
grefs he copied^ exaftly in water-colours .for 
lord 'Oxford, who was lb pleafed with it, 
that he fent Mr. Vertue and his wifjui^ pre- 
fent of about 60 ounces of plate — but qu*- 
arrived at the fummit of his model! wifhes, 
that is, rewarded for iiluftratin^ Englift^ 
hiftpry- 4 -his happinefs was luddchly -da.(hOT 5 
he loft* his noble friend die earl, who died 
June 16, 1741.’ “ Death, fays, he emphatic 
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rally, put an end to that life that had been 
the fupport, cherifhcr, and comfort of many 
many others, who are li*ft to lament — but 
none more heartily than Vertue !” 

So ftruck was the 'poor man with this fig- 
nal misfortune, that for two years there is 
an hiatus in his ftory — he had not fpirits 
even to be minute. 

In 1743 he was a JjyJcrevived by ac- 
quiring the honour of the dul.e of Norfolk’s 
notice, for whom he engraved^TIW large 
plate of the earl of Arundel and his family. 
Foj his grace too he collected two volumes 
of the' works of Hollar, chiefly 6f thofe 
graved from the Arundelian colleftion j. 
and having formed another curious volume 
of drawings from portraits, monuments, 
pedigrees, &c. of the houfe of Howard, the 
duke made him 3 prefent of a bank note of 


His merit ttnd modefty ftill raifed him 
\JHcnds. ^Jne countefs dowager of Oxford 
all b waacfl his lofs of her lord: thein daugh- 
ter the duchefs of Portland he mentions 
isith equal . gratitude •, the late duke of 

Rich- 
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Richmond and lord Burlington did not for- 
get him among the artifts they patronized. 
Ruthin 1749 he fopnd a jet more exalted 
projector. The late prfnce of Wales fent 
for him, and finding him mafter of what- 
ever related to, .Englilh antiquity, and par- 
ticularly converfant in the t hiftory of king 
Charles’^ collection, which his royal high-, 
nefrwiftied as «rf'boflible to re-affemble, 
he oft en ha d -the honour of attending the 
prince, was fhewn his pictures by himfelf, 
and accompanied him to the royal palaces, 
and was* much employed in collecting prints 
for him, and taking catalogues, and* fold him 
'many of his own miniatures and prints. 

" He had now reafon to flatter himfelf with 
permanent formne. He faw his fate linked 
with the revival of the arts hq loved ; he 
was ufefull to a prince wh^ trofck in the 
fteps of the accoihplilhed Charles j no Hu c J, 
Peters threatened havqc to the growing 
collection— but a filent and une^eCted/oC 
drtw a veil over this fcene of comfot ‘as it 
had over the .former. Touched yet fub-» 
miflive, he fays, after painting the prince's 
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qualifications, 1 and the hopes' that his Coun- 
try- had conceived of him, * — “ but alas. 
Mors ultima rerjinrt ! ©'God, thy will be 
done ! Unhappy day, Wednefday March 
ssoth, 1.7 5 1 !” His trembling hand inferts 
a few more memorandums of prints he en- 
graved, and th^n he conchides his me- 
moires in melancholy and disjointed fen- 
tences thus,— “ Obferviftidfi 1 ^ on my indif- 
ferent health— and weaknjfs of fig ht in- 
creafing— and lofs of noble friends, and the 
encouragement from them lefs and lefs daily 
—tljis year— and worfe in'^ppearanefe begins 
with 17 5 ’a.” 

He loft his friends $ but his piety, mild- 
nefs, and ingenuity, never forfook him. 
He laboured almoft to the raft, follichous 
to leave a Recent competence to a * wife 
with wfc jin hqjiad lived many years in ten- 
•-^jfiiarmony. His. volumhs of the works

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of Hollar and die Simons, I have mentioned 
here and elfewhere.

He died July 2,4th, 1756, and was buried

Thele are well-meant hyberboleS on a 
man who never ufed any; he was fimple, 
model!, and ftrupulous ; fo fcrupulous, tliat 
it gave a peculiar flownefs to his delivery ; 
he never uttered his opinion haftily, nor 
haftily aflented to that of ot hszz. As he 
grudged no time, no induftry, to inform 
himfelf, he thought they might bellow a 
Hide too, if they wilhed to know. Ambi- 
tious -to diftinguifli himfelf, he took but 
one method, application. Acquainted with 
all the arts praftifed by his profeffion to 
ufher their productions to the public, he 
madeule of none. He only lamented he 
yji'S not dcC:rve fuccels, or if he milled it 
when deferved. It was fome mttit that 
carried iuch balhfull integrity as far as it 
‘did go! . .

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. He was a ftri& Roman Catholic}, yet 
even thofe principles could y>i warp his 
attachment to his art, nor prevent his mak- 
ing it fubfervient to the glory of his coun- 
ts try. I mention this as a Angular inftance* 
His ^partiality to Charles* the firft did not 
indeed clalh much with his religion; but 
who has preferved more monuments of queen 
Elizabeth? Whatever related to her ftory 
he treated with a patriot fondnefs j her he- 
oes were his. Hisjvas the firft: thought of 
engraving the tapeftry in the Houfe of 
Cords j ri!? a pfqjeft of giving a leries of 
proteftant biftiops — for bis candour could 
i< , concjJe>,roleration and popery. . 

His colle&ion of books, prints, signatures 
and drawings were fold by au£tion May i ytk, 
1757. JLord Belborough bought there his 
*<fijajes in w^ter-colours of the kings of 
England, as I did a large piece of Philip 
and Mary from the original *at ^Woburn, 
which he intended for his ftrfies of hift'dc 
prints ; there too I purchafed his drawings 
taken from Holbein; and fine: his death* 
the heft piece he ever painted, a fmall
